Eantern Publication Prints Building
Statisties Highly Complimentary
to the Nebraska Metropolis,

In the latest Issus of the Construction
News, & real estate journal published in
New York Cliy, there is published & brief
resuma of the buillding records for twenty-
nine of she principal citles In the United
Blates. This shows the Increase and de-
crease of the building records for the
month of May of the present year as coms-
pared with the recorda of the same month
& year ago. The report shows that Omaha
has mads A gain of 182 per cent over the
record made & year ago, which is & per
cent more than the next highest eity in
rank, which is Cleveland, O.

Out of the twenty-nine citles whoss ree-
ord I1s published only seven show a de-
crease. The largest decrease s At Tacoma,
which shows & falling off of 41 per cent
over the month of May during the year
1904,

The record for Baltimore shows a falling
off of 18 per cent, which, according 1o the
Construction News, Ia due to the conflagra-
tlon in that city over a year ngo. In New
York, Manhattan and the Bronx a falling
off of 16 per cont is shown. San Francisco,
New Orleana and Plitaburg are among the
citles which ahow & decrease. The com-
pllation Indicaten that Omaha Is keeping
up Its pace among the leading cities lg the
country in the effort to upbulld and rank
high among the clties of the United Biates,

CITY TRACK TO RUN FROM O TO N STREETS

Two More Bad Checks Tura Up and
John Sivinak! is Identified as the
Who Passed Them
Tewo Saloon Keepers,

The Unton Pacific raliroad has com-
menced making improvements in the vicia-
ity of N street L'nder an agreement on-
tered Into with the clty somé Lwenty yeara
ngo the Unlon Pacific owns the west thirty-

three feet of Rallrond avenue from  thoe
depot to aboul W street. A large force of
men worked Friday luying an additional
track nlong the company’'s properiy  on
Raflroad avenue [rom Q streéet north to

the north line of N street. This new track
18 to be used for a ¢ty track. The stone
puvement had to be torn up in order thut
the tracks might be put down, and o gront
many people wondered what was o
come of the paving blocks Inquiry At
the city engineer'a ofMice resulted In the
information that at the time Raliroad ave-
nue was paved the Unlon Pacliic pald for
this thirty feet and that the company cuan
do what It pleases with the paving stones
In addition to the laying of this city track
a fence is being bully,. Up to noon Baitur-
day the fence had been completed on the
eant side of the tracks from W street (o
the Q pireet viaduct, As fast as carpen-
ters finlphed a streteh of fence painters
followed and put a coat of paint on  the
fence. The cliy track now bLeing iald s
to be eret of the fence which Is to be built
from L strest to W stresat, This In done
In order that cars of merchandise destined
ta merchants here may be under the -
tection of the local police foree nnd watiche-
men. At all times of the day nnd night
such carm will be In plnin sight and the
breaking Into cars standing on the track
will be ennslderably lessensd

When the fence isa completed cars to ba
sot on the eity track will be 1ot through a
gute near the Q street vinduet and chn
be run north nearly to the present depot.
The east portlon of the pavement on Rall-
rond avenue as far south as the Q street
vinduct will be left intact and cars can be
loaded and unloaded at any time.
It wan reported on the streets last avens
ing that the fencing gang would work to-
dny =0 as to complete the fence to the L
street viaduct. This fence is & tight hoard
structure sbout ten feet high and will have
a eouple of strands of barb “wire on lop
a0 nM to prevent people from crossing the
tracks ut N street and to keep all unau-
thorized persons out of the raflroad yards,
Hy the moving of the eity track to the
oast roam will Be made for A stormge track
on the west slde of the fenece. As it is now
the rallroad yarde are crowded, and overy
additional block or two of tracks hsips out.

More HBad Checln,

Saturday two more bogus checks, nlleged
to have been passed By John  8Bivinsk),
turned up and are now in the hands of tha
police.
